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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 9-19 are currently pending in the application. Claims 1-8 were canceled 
previously. 

Receipt is acknowledged of Applicant's response filed on July 22, 2008 and that has been 
entered. 

Applicant's response and arguments have been fully considered and found persuasive 
with respect to the rejection of claims 9-16 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting over claims 1-6 of US 7,329,685 and also over claims 1-6 of co-pending 
Application No. 10/499,529, and the rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

In view of a fair interpretation of the claims, the Examiner will rejoin claims 17-19 to the 
elected Group I (because they fall within the scope of elected invention) and therefore, the 
restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn and hence, all pending claims 9-19 are now found 
allowable over the prior art of record.
